D, CLARK, ODESSA, DIED AS 
RESULT OF HORSE’S KICK. 


Donald Clark, aged about 15 years, 
only son of Mr. and Mrs, Edgerton M. 
Clark, died suddenly early Friday 
morning, at the home of his parents, 
near the village of Odessa, as the result 
of a sad accident. 

On Thursday i:norning he, in comp- 
any with two younger fellow students, 
was driving to attend his classes at the 
Odessa school, when a side strap of the 
harness broke, and the horse he was 
driving being a high spirited animal, 
became fractious and kicked viciously 
over the dashboard the steel shod hoof 
of the animal striking Donald with 
great force in the abdomen. 

A neighbor driving a few rods be- 
hind the boys, saw at once that a ser- 
jous accident had occurred, and as 
soon as possible he drove back with 
Donald to the latter’s home, where in 
rseponse to a hurried call, Dr. Maybee 
was soon in attendance upon the in- 
jured lad. An examination revealed 
no outward marks of injury, and in 
asmuch as Donald had all the time re- 
tained full consciousness, and assured 
his anxious parents that he suffered 
comparatively little pain, it was at 
first confidently hoped that he would 
fully recover from his injuries unless 
inflammation should set in. Until 
within four or five minute of his death 
the boy was clearly conscious, and 
suffered but little, when suddenly he 


became dirtressed by difficulty in 
breathing, and on mentioning this 
fact to his mother, the ductor was 


again hastily summoned, but before 
he could reach the patient, life was 
extinct. 

Donald was an exceptionally bright 
oung scholar, having passed the 
Getratice examinations two or three 


ears ago, and was a general 
avorite with his. teachers and 
fellow pupils. He was a mem-

ber of the Methodist Church, and 
is survived by his grief stricken parents, 


and by three sisters, who are absent 
from home, and are now at Saskatoon, 
in the Province of Saskatchewan.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS, 
Napanee, Nov, 8th, 1010. 


To the members of the Napanee Curl- 
ing Club : 
Gentlemen :— 

In presenting the President’s annual 
report for the past year I regret that 
the.conditions were not favorable for 
a record season for the weather man 
almost completely failed us at import- 
ant times, 

In the Eastern League the schedule 
was played under great difficulties 
owing to want of ice and the result at 
the close of the season was a tie with 
ial which has yet to be played 
Oo . 

In the Ontario Tankard Napanee 
was put out of business the first game 
It. was raining and the ice was covered 
with water, conditions with which 
Napanee was not familiar. The Clubs 
in our group were the only clubs play- 
ing on the.regular date all the other 

— having postponed their games. 

e last games even in our group had 
to be postponed on account of the con- 
dition of the ice. 

Inthe District Cup Competition 
similar conditions prevailed and after 
one postponment two rinks went to 
Kingston in the morning ready to 
play at 9a.m., and in the absence ot 
any players the umpire, Mr. E. Lyons, 
was called up and answered that he 
was just calling up Napanee to tell 
them that the games were postponed. 
He admitted that he had called up all 
the other clubs in the group the night 
before, No notice was sent to our 
club of any change in the hour origin- 
ally named for the beginning of the 
competition, viz, 8 a.m. The referee 
was advised of these facts in a letter 
which peoneny melted some ice 
around his parts. The two rinks are 
reported however to heve had a good 
twenty hour continuous performance 
which meanta real good time. 

I believe there was a marked im- 
provement in the conditions at the 
rink last season, due perhaps princi- 
pally to the good man we engaged for 
caretaker who kept the place clean 
and did alot of work we were never 
before able to get done vy the care- 
taker. 

White washing the rink added to 
the light and the cleanly appearance, 
and I would suggest that the whole of 
the inside of the rink be white washed 
this season. 

The rink has been widened at a very 
moderate cost, but the work is not 
fully completed. The members are 
requested to keep this fact in mind 
when dealing with the finances of the 
Club, and pay their membership fees 
and dues early. 

I think it is a matter of congratu- 
lation that we had the largest mem- 
bership in the club last season of any 
year in its history, enabling us to have 
fourteen rinks. I hope that the club 
will not only be able to continue this 
membership during the coming season, 
but will be able add to it, for with 
the additional sheet of ice every rink 
should be able to play three times a 
week during the season by playing™n 
occasional afternoon game unless the 
weather man goes on holidays. 

Further I wish to thank the officers 
and members for the loyal support 
they have given me during my term 
of office, and wish you to consider all 
matters pertaining to the welfare of 
the club as heartily as you have in the 
past, and am glad to announce here 
that another medal will be offered for 
competition to the club, and I believe 
Mr. J. 8. Ham isin a position to give 
particulars of the donation. 

In conclusion | might refer to the 
marriage of Mr. C. I, May bee, one of 
our most valued curlers, which event 
was made the occasion for presentation 
of a silver ten service suitable en- 
graved accompanied by an address.

As a rule, it is ship- 
ped in ordinary wooden casks, al- 
though lately tin canisters have 
been made as an experiment, and, 
strange to say, to such parts of the 
Mediterranean as are famous for 
their production of olive oil. Pos- 
siblv' the people there find it pro- 
fitable to export their more valu- 
able oil and to import for their own 
use surrogate oils. Other than the 
above-mentioned shipments, very 
little sunflower seed oil is exported 
from this district, home demand be- 
ing either equal or more than equal 
to the supply. At present there 
cannot be much of this oil in stor- 
age, inasmuch as last season's har- 
vest of seed was almost a failure. 
Only about 268,000 tons were crush- 
ed in all Russia.

POULTRY DROPPINGS. 


It is a fact thay we don’t value 
hen manure on che farm as we 
should. Poultry manure is special- 
ly valuable for the garden, and 
even a delicate woman can so care 
for it as to give the best results 
as a fertilizer, to the benefit of the 
fowls and the flowers ag well. She 
need not exclaim, as did one well- 
to-da lady gardener, ‘‘All I want 
for a birthday present is a load of 
well-rotted manure,’’ but may have 
@ compost heap with feed for flow- 
ers dnd plants in abundance. 

To start the heap, make a bed of 
loam on a well-drained spot, and 
throw on this the droppings from 
the poultry yard, carcases of dead 
chicks, and refuse animals or vege- 
table matter, covering such addi- 
tions with loam. wWwash-day suds 
should be thrown over the mass 
each week. Two heaps should be in 
a secluded place on every farm. It 
takes about a year for a compost 
heap to be well ripened, and no 
new substance should be thrown on 
a ripened heap. Before using, 
shovel the mass thoroughly from 
top to bottom. Sufficient loam 
should always be thrown over the 
droppings to absorb the odors and 
retain the fertilizing elements, 
Fresh droppings should never be 
used about plants and flowers.

STOCK NOTES.

Pig pens and stables should be 
kept sanitary.

This will 
be to the interests of the animal, 
as well as for the health of the 
family. 

Poor fences cause fence-breaking 
animals. The barr lot and pasture 
fences should be substantial and 
secure against the most active 
animals. There should be no temp- 
tations for fence-breaking. Nottoe 
the weak places; and make the 
needed repairs promptly. 

It is well to remember that teame 
and men can easily be overworked 
and their efficiency greatly reduced. 
There is much danger of getting 
toe warm, and of allowing the team 
to become exhausted, and probably 
permanently injured. Whatever 
necessity there may be for work, 
i cannot affurd to risk this.

amount of nutriment for the cost 
involved. 

Chemistry declares that a quart 
of 4 per cent milk contains as rouch 
body supporting food as three- 
fourths of a pound of the beet beef- 
steak. Compare, taen, the cow with 
the steer as a food producer. A 
fairly good cow saould yield 3,200 
Quarts. That would be the equivs- 
lent of 2,400 pounds of meat. lt 
takes a good steer to produce 400 
pounds of growth a yeas. Compare 
the yield of food in his case with 
that of the cow. Yet people will 
pay 20 to 25 cents a pound for the 
beefsteak and think they are gross- 
ly ill-used if 16 eents a quart for 
the milk is charged.

WHAT THE VJOMET DiD. 


Sufficient time has now elapsed 
since the passage of Halley’s com 
et between the earth and the aun, 
on May 1!8th, for nearly all the 
special observations to be collect- 
ed and discussed. While. owing to 
bad weather or other causes, the 
tail of the comet was generally in 
visible at the time of the passage, 
certain fortunate observers were 
witnesses of very impossible phe 
nomena. In some places a great 
streak of light was seen apparently 
stretching across the entire heavy 
ens. Some observers, comparing 
the phenomena seen before and af. 
ter the passage, wuggest that the 
earth robbed the comet of several! 
million miles of its tenuous tai! 
when the two bodies were nearest 
together. A halo seen about the 
gun and moon after May 18th has 
been ascribed to fine dust possibly 
left by the comet in the upper re 
gicns of the atmosphere. All ef- 
forts to detect special electric phe- 
nomena seem to have given negative 
results. The general opinien ap 
pears to be that we earth did not 
encounter the main tail, but that 
it may have passed through an cut- 
lying portion of it.

The articulation of the hip is also 
peculiar, and this renders it easier 
to use the toes in handling objects 
by enabling the Hindu to sit in a 
squatting posture much more com- 
fortably than we can. 

A similar formation of the feet and 
toes is found among the Annamese, 
but it is not, as might be supposed, 
a common thing among barbarous and 
savage tribes. It is not found, for in- 
stance, in the South American Indian, 
the. negro, the Fuegian or the Arab. 

One naturally thinks of the resem- 
blance to a monkey which a human 
being using both hands and feet in 
the manner described above must pre- 
sent, and yet the French investiga- 
tors are careful % point out the fact 
that the Hindu foot is not at all like 
the foot of an ape or a monkey.

Formerly there was much mystery 
surrounding the origin of ambergris, 
that most valuable substance, but 
now it is pretty generally agreed that 
it is nothing more or less than a 
“morbid secretion’ due to 4 disease 
of the liver of the sperm whale. The 
whales which yield ambergris are in- 
variably sickly ami emaciated ani- 
mals. 

In ancient times this substance was 
known as ‘amber,’ a name also ap- 
plied subsequently to the fossil gum 
now commonly called. In order 
to distinguish between the two one 
was called amber gris (gray) and the 
other amber jaune (yellow). Bo, we 
perceive, the word “‘ambergris’’ means 
simply gray amber. As in the case 
of the fossil gum, pieces of it were 
found from time to time on the shores 
of the sea, where they had been cast 
up by the waves.

Every dealer everywhere, 
The imperial Oil Co, ,Ltd, 
Ontario Agents: The Queen City Oil Co. Las, 








BRANUON ASYLUM BURNED 





The Six Hundred Inmates Were Saved, 
But Some Hurt 





A despatch from Brandon, Mani- | 


toha, says: The Asylum for the In- 
saue, which housed over six hun- 
dred patients, was completely de- 
stroyed by fire, which was discoy- 
ered at 5.30 on Friday afternoon. 
So lar as could be learned at a late 
hour on Friday night not a life was 
lost. the heroie wurk of the guards 
and other members of the staff hav- 
ing resulted in the saving of every 
one of the unfortunate inmates.

A despatch from Toronto says: 
Deaths from contagious diseases in 
Ontario are decreasing, although 
the number of cases reported are 
on the increase. Returns made to 
Dr. McCullough, Chief Health Off- 
cer of the province, show that dur- 
ing October there were 1,226 cases 
of contagious diseases, with 226 
‘eaths, while in October last year |, 
chere were 1,142 cases and 331 
deaths.

“To promote in the Motherland and 
in the Colonies the study of the His- 
tory of the Empire and of current 
Imperial questions, to celebrate 
patriotic anniversaries, to cherish the 
memories of brave deeds, and the last 
resting place of our heroes and hero- 
ines, especially such as are in distant 
and solitary places, to erect memorial 
stones on spots that have become 
sacred to the nation, either through 
great ‘struggles for freedom, battles 
against ignorance, or events of heroic 
and patroitic self sacrifice.
